ment bill. It will be voted upon at2 o’clock 
tomorrow, and probably passed. The bill 
provides for 356 members of the house, giving 
Georgia eleven instead of ten. It has, how- 
ever, been made to read that it shall not go 
into effect until the fifty-third congress. This 
will prevent Georgia electing her new man 
until November, 1892, by which time the state 
will have been redistricted. Then in the next 
congress each state will have the same repre- 
sentation it has in this. 

It has recently aeveloped that there are three 
alliancemen in the present house.

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PASCO’S AMENDMENT 


To the Lodge Election Bill—The Subtreasury 
Bill. 


WASHINGTON, December 16.—Senator Pasco 
today introduced an amendment proposed to 
the pending election bill comprising two addi- 
tional sections. They provide, in brief, that it 
shall be unlawful for any person to pay or 
promise to pay money to induce persons to vote 
or refrain from voting ; to promise employment 
as supervisor of elections to influence a vote ; to 
receive money 4s an appointment 
with that object; to endeavor to 
influence employes in their voting, by the 
use of pay envelopes or posted placards or bills 
threatening dismissals for expression of 
political preference, on a penalty of $500 fine 
and imprisonment for one year It also re- 

uires officers of political organizations to file 
with the clerk of the court itemized statements 
of receipts and expenditures of poiitical funds ; 
and the same statements are required from 
candidates for representatives under like pen- 
alties.

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BURNED TO DEATH. 


The Sad Fate of a Little Boy in Harris 
County. 


Hamiz ton, Ga., December 16.—[Special.]J— 
Last Saturday morning on the plantation of 
Hon. ht. B. Mobley, five miles north of this 
place, the seven-year old son of William 
Copeland, col., was burned in a most horrible 
manner. The mother left three little children 
in the house by themselves, she going to the 
wash place a short distance, todo her week’s 
washing. After being gone a short while her 
attention was called by loud and piteous 
screams near her house. Knowing something 
was wrong, She went to her house to find her 
sonina complete sheet of flames, with a 
younger sister trying to put the fire out by 
dashing water on her brother. The child’s 
clothing was burned completely off up to his 
shoulders, burninghim from his feet to his 
shouiders. Dr. Mitchell, of Hamilton, was 
sent for, and did allin his power to relieve 
the sufferings of his patient. After examining 
the little boy he told the parents there was no 
possible chance for recovery. Thechild died 
in a few hours.

Parnell proceeded to make an impassioned 
appeal to the electors, to punish traitorism, 
and help him to reconsolidate the Irish ranks 
into an invincible phalanx, able to place 
Ireland abreast of the first nations of the 
world. 

Mr. Harrison was about to follow Parnell, 
and Tanner was speaking, when a sudden 
conflict arose on the verre of the crowds. A 
rush was made toward Davitt’s car, anda gen- 
eral melee ensued. 

BLACKTHORNS BROUGHT OUT.

While so doing a number of Davitt’s followers 
got together and began hooting atthe speak- 
ers. The Parnellites closed around the vehicle 
from which their orators were speaking and 
the police appeared and tried to divide the 
factions. e meeting ended in a seene of 
wild confnsion, and Parnell and his friends 
drove off amid a shower of stones and mud. 

PARNELL BLINDED WITH LIME. 

Frequent attempts to assault members of the 
party were made, and several bags filled with 
lime were thrown at them. MHarrington’s 
shoulders were covered with lime, and masses 
of lime struck Parnell full in the face, com: 
pletely blinding him. 

This insult infuriated Parnell’s friends. 
Harrington turned and advancing toward 
Father Downey, who was at the bk of Par- 
nell’s opponents, shouted, ‘‘Coward, you are a 
di to your charch.”’

| SUFFERING INTENSE PAIN.

When Davitt had made 
hali the distance his hat was battered and 
shapeless. He received many heavy blows on 
the face, the left side of which was especially 
badly marked. The handful of 
nen with him who had forced 
their way from end to end of the square, all 
bear traces of severe usage. They had driven 
before them a foree of tighters who disputed 
every inch of ground and dealt out blows with 
lightening swiftness and effecs.

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HALL ON TRIAL 


TOGETHER WITH HIS BAND OF CO- 
CONSPIRATORS, 


The Story of a Remarkable Series of Forgries, 
Perjury and Assassination Told—The 
Jury Obtained-—Trial Begias. 


Macon,Ga., Deceraber 16.—[Special.]—Will 
Colonel Luther A. Hall, of Dodge county, a 
well-known lawyer and ex-member of the 
house of representatives of Georgia, be hanged 
for conspiracy ? 

He and six alleged fellow-conspirators are 
now on trial for their lives before Judge Emory 
Speer,ofthe United States district court,for the 
brutal and cowardly assassination of Captain 
John C. Forsyth, who, at the time of his mur- 
der, was the general manager of the 
Normandale Lumber Company. On the 
night of October 1490, while Captain 
Forsyth was sitting after supper smoking ina 
room in his house at Norrmandale, in Dodge 
county, he was shot through the head and 
almost instantly killed by an assassin, who had 
crept up to the house in his stocking feet and 
fired the fatal load of buckshot from a gun 
through a window. 

The facts leading up to the assassination are 
nteresting. 

Norman W. Dodge, of New York, the lead- 
ing spirit and chief proprietor in 
the Normandale Lumber Company, had rights 
inthe United States court under». the decree 
vesting the title to the 500,000 acres ‘of pine 
land, lying in Dodge, Telfair, Montgomery, 
Laurensand other counties, in George E. 
Dodge, of New York, who subsequently trans- 
ferred his rights in those lands to Norman W., 
Dodge, who appointed John C. Forsyth as his 
avent and the general mavager of the com- 
pany. 
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THE PEOPLE AROUSED. 

In time, the people in the counties in which 
these pine lands lie,became restless at Dodge’s 

ywnership of so much land, and _ they 
boldly asserted that the Dodges had become 
fraudulently possessed of these lands and had 
10 legal rights tothem. Many lawsuits have 
arisen and been disposed of in the courts, gen- 
erally favorable to the Dodges. Other suits 
are pending. 

4. .encta Colonel Luther A. Hal! appears 
upon the scene and commences giving deeds 
to sundry parties to lots of Jand which were 
claimed by the Dodges. The parties buying 
from Hail settled om the land and either 
commenced to till them or cut 
timber and box turpentine. Dodge arraigned 
Hall before Judge Speer, of the United States 
court, on the charge of trespassing, etc. Judge 
Speer issved a decree restraining Hall from 
any further trespass or connection in any way 
with the jand. 

Hall, however, did not obey the decree of 
the court, and Captain Forsyth soon learned 
that Hal! was giving deedsindiscriminately to 
iands owned by Dodge. When Forsyth 
had obtained abundant and indisputable evi- 
dence against Hall, he was arraigned before 
Judge Speer for 

CONTEMPT OF COURT. 

The Dodge interest was represented by Hill 
& Harris, of Macon. Hall was represented by 
Bacon & Rutherford, A. Proudtit, J. <A. 
‘Thomas and Marion Erwin, of Macon. 

The testimony produced at the hearing 
showed conclusively that Hall had violated 
the decree of court. It was shown tbat he 
made forged titles to lots of land, and, in 
order to give his titles and deeds the appear- 
ance of old age, so as to antedate 
the titles of Dodge, Hall placed 
hem ina warm stove so they could become 
crisp and dingy. Itwas a clever trick, but it 
did not work altogether satisfactorily, for 
Hali’s shrewdness was discovered. 

Hall was found guilty of contempt of court 
and he was sentenced to pay a fine of $1,000, 
and serve five months’ imprisonment in the 
jail of Chatham county, at Savannah. 
Hall has several very lovely daughters 
who were in the courtroom durin 
his trial. When the sentence was pronounce 
on Halla most pathetic scene ensued. His 
daughters commenced to /

bitterly. One of the girls fainted. Their 
woe over the sad fate of their cherished father 
moved all hearts to tears. Hall had sat un- 
moved during the entire trial. He had not 
betrayed the slightest emotion, but when his 
deughters showed such anguish, Hall was 
seen to brush away a/tear that trickled down 
his cheek. 

During the trial for ¢ontempt it was 
apparent that Hall had committed 
pecjury in reference to certain 
deeds that had been in possession of a negro 
named Judge Goodwin. The grand jury 
icund a true bill against Hall for perjury, but, 
be was allewed to serve his sentence in the 
Savannah jail for contempt of court before 
being placed on trial for perjury. Ten days 
before the sentence of imprisonment expired, 
Hall was released on bond so he could go to 
his home at Eastman, Dodge county, and pre- 
pare for lis trial for perjury at Macon. During 
these ten days Hall announced himself a can- 
didate for the legislature from Dodge county. 
He was defeated by a large vote. It is said 
that Haii announced himself for the legislature 
just as a “‘blind,” so he could avail himself of 
the opportunity of going through Dodge and 
Telfair counties to concoct @ conspiracy to as- 
sassinate Captain John C. Forsyth. Forsyth’s 
death was desired because he had accuimnu- 
lated evicence showing conclusively that 
Hail was guilty of perjury, and with 
f‘orsyth dead, the mouth of the main witness 
avainst Hall would be closed forever. The 
scheme was well planned and Forsyth was 
brutally inurdered as outlined above. Hall 
did not commit the actual crime, but it is 
claimed that he was the original instigator, 
aud the chief of the band of conspirators. It 
seems almost incredible that a man of Hall’s 
past high standing at the barof Dodge county, 
and one of his popularity and success in poli- 
tics, shouid have been guilty of so heinous a 
crime as the assassination of Forsyth. Hall is 
aman of considerable means and his family 
resides in a2 $10,000 house in Eastman. He is 
said to liave always been an indulgent and 
ioving father. and educated his daughters at 

Wesleyan Female college. 

The very nightthat Forsyth was kilied, 
bloodhounds were put on the tracks found 
under Forsyth’s window. They were made by 
stocking feet, and led to a swamp, 
but were finally lost by the dogs. 

THE PURSUING POSSE, 
led by ex-Sheriff McRae, finally came up to 
the house of Andrew J. Renew, a white man. 
who had been suspected as one of the con- 
spirators. Itenew was in his yard at the time 
the posse approached, and he ordered his 
young son to bring him his gun. This the boy 
did, and Renew exclaimed, *‘Ed McRae, you 
are the man I want,”’ and ashe uttered the 
words Renew fired. McRae ducked his head, 
and the ball from Renew’s rifle passed through 
the top of McRae’s hat. The posse then 
opened fire ou Renew and he fell tothe ground 
dead from abullet through the heart. The 
little som of Renew’s was accidentally shot by 
tie posse, bat not seriously. It was thought 
for a few days that Renew was the murderer 
of Forsyth, and Forsyth’s avengers were satis- 
fied with the death of Renew, but not so with 
the United States government, and shrewd 
government oilicers were put on the scent 
and were told to run the case down to the end. 

The fiiends of Renew were greatly exasperated 

at his death, and swore vengeance on the 

posse, several of whom have been arrested. 
and wii! be tried for the killing of Renew,

During Hall’s trial for perjury the web of 
guilt was slowly being bound about him as the 
arch conspirator in the assassination of For- 
syth, and one afternoon recently while sitting 
in front of the Hotel Lanier, ou Mulberry 
street, in Macon, he was arrested on the charge 
of conspiracy and murder. 

The following seven men have been arrested 
on the same charge: Wright \Lancaster, and 
his brother, John K. nceaster; James 
Moore, Louis Knight, Lem Burch, Charles 
Clementsand Luther A. Hall. Theindictment 
against them, found by the United States 
grand jury reads: ‘‘The United States ve. 
Wright Lancaster et al.” Wright Lancaster 
is the sheriff of Telfair county. 

Lem Burch and Charies Clements have con- 
fessed. The trial of the defendants cum- 
menced at Macon last week. Burch plead 
guilty. The defendants are represented by 
Bacon and Rutherford, Dessau and Bartlett, 
and Hugh V. Washington, all of Macon, 
and Hon. C. C. Smith, of Hawkinsville. 
Smith represents, particularly, the two 
Lancaster boys. Clements has madea_ con- 
fession but pleads not guilty to the crime. He 
is représented directly by Mr. Washington, 
who was appointed by the court. 

The government is represented by United 
States District Attorney Erwin, and Hon. 
Fleming duBignon, who 1s special counsel ap- 
pointed by the government. 

Attorneys for the defense endeavored to 
have the case tried in the state courts, holding 
that if the defendants were guilty 
of any crime they had _ offended 
against the laws of Georgia. Judge Speer 
overruled the demurrer and Attorney Des- 
sau went before the United States supreme 
court on the demurrer, but that tribunal re- 
fused to grant it and the case was accordingly 
broughton fora hearing before Judge Speer. 
Judge Speer rendered a very full decision in - 
ruling against defendants’ plea of jurisdiction. 
The court overruled numerous motions. The 
motion for severance was also overruled. De- 
fendants were granted only twenty per- 
elptory challenges whereas 120 were expected. 

Burch, one of the defendants, who pled 
guilty and confessed, is exciting considerable | 
curiosity. itis said he isa very ill man, and 
his death may occur at any time. It is claimed 
by others, however, that Burch is feigning 
sickness. Recently Burch was sitting at the 
dinner table of a family in Telfair county, 
when one of the young ladies present suddenly 
said: ‘‘Mr. Burch, 1 dreamt that you killed 
Captain Forsyth and soon aiter became 
paralyzed.”’ 

As soon as the young lady uttered the words, 
Burch, who is said to be rather weak minded, 
dropped his head, and since that hour has 
Claimed 

' TO BE PARALYZED, 
though a well-known physician says there is 
nothing really the matter with Burch. 

Clements, one of the defendants, who has 
also confessed, is a convicted felon, but for 
some time be has been an outlaw and always 
eluded arrest until captured recently by United © 
States officers. The story of the confession 
is, in brief, this: 

Burch says a band of conspirators was 
formed, with Hall at the head. A _ purse of 
$600 was raised with which to pay forthe 
murder of Forsyth. Burch was deputized to 
select a man for the purpose. I{fechose Clem- 
ents and auegro named Lowry, who is a pal of 
the

of the Waycross riot. 
ents and Lowry, met 
and he gave them 
killing Forsyth. Burch carried Clements 
to Eastman at the recent election, 
for the legislature and pointed Forsyth out to 
Clements, who did not even know Forsyth by 
sight, so Clements could make no mistake in 
murdering the right man. 

Clements says that on the night of the assas- 
sination he and Lowry left Burch’s house to- 
gether and went tgwards Normandale. When 
near Forsyth’s house, Clements stopped in a 
clump of bushes while the negro Lowry 
went alone on his death-dealing § mis- 
sion. Clements says Lowry fired 
the fatal shot and then rejoined 
him in the bushes and the two hurriedly re- 
turned to Burch’s house. The night was dark 
and rainy and the assassinators were in their 
stocking feet. In order to throw the pursuing 
dogs off the scent, the men soaked the calves 
of their legs in turpentine which passed down 
their legs into their stocking feet. This threw 
the dogs off the scent, for it is confidently 
asserted that dogs will not track turpentine. 
The turpentine caused the dogs togo astray 
and the posse landed at Kenew’s house, and 
his death ensued, as has been stated above. 

Clements and Lowry laid in hiding several 
days about Burch’s house, but matters getting 
very warin-they tied in different directions. 
Burch paid them $300 in cash and told them 
to return when the excitement died out and 
he would pay them the other $300. Burch 
offered to give them his note, but they did not 
acceptit. The remaining $300 was never paid 
as Clements was arrested very soon and 
nothing more has been seen of the negro 
Lowry. Itissaid he is with his pal, Bob 
Brewer. Ali the conspirators are white men, 
with the exception of Lowry. They have been 
confined in the Bibb county jail since their 
arrest. 

The entire conspiracy, beginning when Hail 
conspired to deprive Norman W. Dodge of his 
rights in the ownership of 300,000 acres of 
land and culminating in the murder of Captain 
Jotun C. Forsyth, furnishes a thrilling and re- 
markabie story. 

No case of similar rascality, swindling, mur- 
der and general depravity has ever been known 
in the criminal annalsof the United States 
courts of Georgia. 

The evidence in the case will no doubt be 
very voluminous and exceedingly interesting, 
The hearing may consume several weeks. 

THE JURY OBTAINED. 

A jury has been secured and the case has 
been opened by the government. Whether 
guilty or not remains to be seen. 

If so, then there 18 only one punishment 
provided by law that is adequate to meet the 
ends of justice. If innocent they have been 
greatly wronged. 

With those who heard the redding of the 
charges this morning when the district attor- 
ney opened the case, there was a feeling of re- 
volt as all the sickening details were brought 
oute 

Mr. duBignon read the indictment to the 
jury, after which District Attorney Erwin 
made a statement of the case. 

At 12o0’clock court adjourned to convene 
again at lo’ciock. The examination of wit- 
nesses was gone intoimmediately. 

THE EVIDENCE BEGINS. 

D. T. Dougherty, of Cordele, was the first 
witness called by tbe prosecution. He had 
met Hall on the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery train about October 1, 1889. Hall 
got on at Rochelle. Hail said he knew 
every weak title Dodge had, and that he (Hall) 
would have every lot occupied by January 1, 
1890. 

R. B. Cooper, of Eastman, was next called. 
He had a conversation in August, 1889, 
with Hall in regard to the Dodge 
lands. Hall said he would 


furnish him titles to Dodge lots, and 
if he had any trouble he would represent him | 
for ha'fof the land in discussion. He was | 
told not to take land that was in value over | 
$2,000. This wasto keep out of the United 
States court. Upon cross-examination he said 
he saw no evidence of secrecy about the trans- 
action; several other persons were present. 
He could not state names cf parties present. 

H. T. Stricky, of Montgomery county, was 
nextexamined. He recognized certain letters’ 
shown him as letters written him by Hall in 
regard to lands... He had met Hall in Macon. 
Hall asked him if he wished to go into a 
ONT NING SENN he answered, if legiti- 
mate, yes. all said that certain lands 
in Montgomery county belonged to | 
the state of Georgia; that they were a part. of 
the state, and, therefore, entitled to the land. 

On cross-examination, the witness stated | 
that Hall thought the Dodge title was bad. | 
The state courts had so held. He was inter- 
ested in lands in en saan, county, and was, 
therefore, anxious to know what lands the 
state claimed. 

This evidence ended the examination of wit- 
nesses for the afternoon, and court adjourned 
until tomorrow morning at 9:30 o’clock.

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THE INSURANCE BILL. 


WHAT THE BUSINESS MEN OF ROME 
‘RAVE TO SAY. 


They Make a Severe Attack on the South- 
eastern Tariff Assvciation — The 
Terrell-Whitfield Bill. 


Rome, Ga., December 16.—[Special.]—The 
Terrell-Whitfield bill, now pending in the 
legislature, isa subject of much comment in 


Rome. 
The people are in favor of the bill, the alli- 
ance favors itand the merchants also, but the 


insurance men are bitterly opposed to it. 

Your correspondent, observing that the Ma- 
con board of trade had indorsed the “bill,” 
that Atlanta and other Georgia cities were in- 
teresting themselves in its passage, impartial 
opinions were sought frdtin prominent men of 


Various occupations. 

A great deal of feeling was manifested that 
such a gigantic monopoly as the Southeastern 
Tariff Association, composed of fifty-three 
companies, should form a combination, abso- 
lutely driving all competitors out 
of business, and then charge exorbitant and 


outrageous premiums. 

Statistics show thatin the last fifteen years 
less than $2,000 per annum has been paid out 
as losses by the insurance companies in Rome, 
while $33,000 has been paid out annually as 
premiums by policy holders. 

The fire protection system in Rome is better 
now than formerly, yet the rate has been in- 
creased over 100 per cent, and even more in 
some instances. 

The first citizen who expressed himself is 
Mr. T. F. Howell, one of the most prominent 
cotton men in the south. He said: 

“The combination of the insurance com- 
panies in the south is infamous and unjust. 
Before their organization our insurance 
rates were from 1to 1} per cent. We did 
not have at that time automatic sprink- 
lers, brick fire walls, watchmen, hy- 
drants with hose attached, buckets or bar- 
rels of water. After the pool was formed they 
raised the rate to4 percent and required me 
to spend $14,000 in improvements. They led 
us to believe that a rate of 1} per cent would 
be satisfactory. Yet when the combination 
metin Atlanta they fixed the rate at 2.35 per 
cent after all the expense they had put us to 
for protection against fire. 

“We are getting some insurance now from 
companies outside the pool at 1 per cent while 
the tariff association grinds us for 2.55 percent. 

‘The Southeastern Tariff Aasociation isa 
gigantic monopoly and they have the power to 
extort from the people any amount they want 
to. The methods by which they 
obtain these large premiums is not much bet- 
ter than organized robbery. 

‘The Terrell-Whittield billis the remedy. It 
prevents the combination and makes free com- 
petition. Itdoes not cripple the companies 
in any way.”’ 

Captain R. G. Clark, the largest dry goods 
merchant of north Georgia, responded to THE 
CONSTITUTION’S inquiry as follows: 

“The insurance bill should certainly pass. 
Before the combination of insurance compa- 
nies the rates were low, and the companies 
made money. Therates have been doubled 
since the combine, and unjustly so. We want 
relief from such tyranny.’’ 

Mr. J. King said: ‘‘If there is any monopoly 
in the state of Georgia that the legislature 
ought to lay its hands upon and wipe out of 
existence, it is thecombination now in exist- 
ence between these insurance people, which 
is sucking the very life-blood out of our people. 

‘*They make usa visit annually and re-adjust 
their rates ona larger basis every year, and 
there is no reason for it except the great mo- 
nopoly. I have talked with a great number 
of our leading citizens and business men and 
it is the unanimous wish thatthe bill should 
pass. The people demand some relief from 
these great corporations.’’ 

Colonel John C. Printuy was next sought 
and he expressed himself in this wise: ‘Of 
all the great monopolies that are gouging the 
people the Southeastern Tariff Association is 
the greatest. 

‘*In my warehouse they have just doubled the 
rate without any more risk than formerly. 
The water plug and hose are convenient, and 
ali the fire fighting apparatus necessary, yet 
they have increased the rate 100 per cent 
Since the pool was formed. I tell you the 
present monopoly is an outrage.’’ 

Mayor A. W. Walton says: ‘‘The present 
system is robbery. My house which has been 
insured for $28 premium for the last three 
years was raised in August to $80. The insur- 
ance companies very suddenly discovered the 
risk was very hazardous, and every class suf- 
ers from the exorbitant charge.’’ 

R. H. Jones & Sons, leading manufacturers, 
said inreply to an inquiry: ‘Quote us as 
heartily endorsing the reform movement. 
Why, on risks they formerly charged 1.92 per 
cent, now they charge 3 per cent.’’ 

The Rome Hardware Company :‘‘ Weare will- 
ing to pay such premiums as past experience 
will prove to be a just and equitable profit on 
the risk taken. But the Southeastern Tariff 
Association demand any premiums they desire 
and we must pay them or go without insurance. 
We need a remedy such as is now introduced,”’ 

H. B. Parks & Co., retail dry goods, said: 
“In our opinion there is now no ‘trust’ or 
‘combination’ operating in Georgia that is rob- 
bing her citizenseas the ‘insurance combina- 
tion.’ 

‘*Prior to this year our insurance was from 
80 tol per cent. Under the present com- 
bination they refuse to do any business with 
us at less than 14 per cent. The 
northern cities’ policies on stock 
like ours, with fire protection the same, 
is from .30 per cent to .60 per cent. 

‘‘We feel that by all means our legislators 
should take some action in the matter. and 
protect the citizens from such bare-faced rob- 
bery.”’ 

THE CONSTITUTION desired to get some ex- 
pression from the alliance, and Captain M. E. 
Pentecost, a representative of the alliance 
store, alsocandinate for sheriff, was sought. 
Captain Pentecost said: “I think this South- 
eastern Tariff Association the greatest and 
most outrageous monopoly in Georgia. And 
do you know it takes thousands of dollars out 
of the farmers’ pockets. For instance, a Polk 
county farmer ships our firm fifty bales of cot- 
tou. We weigh, we store it, wesell and pay 
insurance on it, and yon see the 
farmer pays for it. The  exhorbitant 
insurance charges the farmer pays and 
since this Southeastern Tariff Association 
formed a combination, the rates have been 
more than doubled, and the risk notas great 
as formerly. They have driven all compet- 
itors out, and I know whereof I speak, for I 
was in the insurance business, and not being 
in the pool, was forced to quit the business. 
The legislature ought to pass the Terre}]- 
Whitfield bill asit now stands for if they 
arnend it, in all probability it will go over un- 
til the next session, and that will be a victory 
for these monopoly men. 

“I believe the farmers will pass it without 
any hesitation, for you see, taxon merchan- 
dise comes out of the consumers’ pockets, while 
tax on produce comes out of the producers’ 
pockets, as I illustrated: ; 

‘This legislature, if it passes the bill will 
strike at the heart of the most gigantic mo- 
wi -¥'4 in Georgia.’’ 

“he people are stirred up in the matter, and 
the sentiment seems unanimous that monop- 
oliessuch as,the present insurance combination, 
must be regulated. The vote on the bill in the 
house will be watched with much interest. 
The opinion is prevalent that this legislature 
contains very few who favor monopolies.

The Voice of Business. 

There is a good deal of prejudice against 
Jay Gould as a manipulator of and \specula- 
tor in stocks, and this prejudice is perhaps 
justitiable, but, when it comes to matters cf 
business, it must be conceded that he is a 
very level-headed man. Only a man with 
brains could occupy the position that Mr. 
Gould now occupies inthe business. His suc- 
cess in life is phenomenal, but it is due less 
to the quality called shrewdness than to a 
complete development of his intellectual 
faculties, 

Mr. Gould may be said to represent more 
nearly than any other one man the active 
business interests of this country—the inter- 
ests that run to trade in one direction and to 
industrial development in another. When, 
therefore, he denounces the force. bill and 
the intentions of those who are trying by 
every means in their power to fasten its pro- 
visions on the people of the south, it is not 
too much to say that his voice is the voice of 
the business interests of this country. 

The little extract which our Washington 
correspondent sent us yesterday from the re- 
port of an interview with Mr. Gould in The 
New York Sun, is*tof more than passing 
interest. it embodies the views and ob- 
servations of the most alert business man in 
this country—a man who, in common with 
many other capitalists of the north, has large 
investments in the south. 

The keen eye of Mr. Gould takes in the 
whole situation and its probable resulis. He 
perceives that when the republican party, by 
a series of sectional manipulations that vio- 
late every principle of honesty and patriot- 
ism, makes the negro race the only repre- 
sentative of republicanism in the south, it 
does violence not oniy to the intentions of 
its founders, but to the best interests of the 
whole country. He perceives that the 
solidity of the south js due solely to the out- 
side pressure and interference of the repub- 
lican party, and he, in common with a vast 
majority of the business men of the country; 
resents the efforts of the republican partisans 
to cap their sectional policy with the in- 
fainous force bill. 

Qur correspondent did not send all of Mr. 
Gould’s remarks on the negro question. We 
reproduce them here in order that our readers 
nay see What the most successful business 
main in the country thinks of the force bill 
and the negro question: 


“Pil tell you what I think is an important ques- | 


tion, and that is, hktting the southern states alone 
forthe white man there to handie the African 
problem. Now, [have beena good deal in the 
south, and have mingled with its business and 
busy class considerably. LIhardiy ever see a re- 
spectable white inan in the south whois a repub- 
ican; and I think it comes from the republican 
party having been in the habit of pushing the 
Airican to the front too much. and too long. It 
ought not to be that we have these sectional 
parties; there ought to be two political parties of 
white men in the south, andI think there would 
be it some of the republican leaders did not keep 
this race question excited. If l were president of 
the United States, ora leader of the republican 
party, | think I could succeed in having some of 
the southern states divided. They would be much 
better off with two fair parties in the field, and we 
Should be Letter off if we stepped playing the 
African against the Anglo-Saxon. The great 
issue on which the republican party was founded 
was tia: of white labor, freedoin in the territories, 
and Lreedom generally; but it never was intended 
by those who took charce of the destinies uf the 
republican party, a third of a century ayo, that 
the African should be the chief or only representa- 
tive of that party unywhere. This is the main 
mistake. Ihave very little confidence in the great 
body of the Africans as our political rulers. Here 
anid thers some one colored man develops qualities 
like the white man, but he is altogether excep- 
tional. There are not enough of such exceptions 
to demonstrate that the African race is not an i- 
ferior race. It surely is inferior to our white race 
in the United States.” 

Mr. Gould was here slightly animated, and he 
further said: “Lhave been throagh the West 
India islands at leisure; I have been off there in 
the Windward islands, where once the white race 
controlled the negroes. Ever since emancipation, 
particularly in the British. West. India islands, 
they have been running down hill. You see costly 
and extensive sugar machineries and mills -in 
ruins. You see palaces once inhabited by white 
pianters falling into decay and made into tene-

Vindicated and Ruined. 
Some time last summer Mrs. Julia Lippin- 
cott, the wife of a hotel proprietor at At-

It seems that she was right. She has re- 
cently been tried and acquitted on five in- 
dictments, and released from jail. She is 
vindicated, yet ruined. Her husband was 
killed bythe proseeution, and her business 
interests were wrecked. She has noremedy. 
She is an innocent victim of the law. 

It is one of the saddest cases in the annals 
of the courts.

BENJAMIN F. SHAW, creator of the idea of 
the seamless stocking. and inventor of the loom 
to make it, died at Lowell, Mass., Friday, aged 
fifty-eight years. He was born in Monmouth, 
Me. He was twelve years doing literary work for 
Lippincott, in Philadelphia. He Jeit literary 
work in 1865 because of poor health, and went to 
Leavenworth, Kan.,toengagein the cattle busi- 
ness. He afterwards went to Lowell, and ijn 1869 
he made the first loom for his patent segmiess 
stocking, and after ten years’ persistent 
work ib it he organized the Shaw Knit Stoeking 
Company, with himself as manager, and which 
employs several hundred people. He went to 
England in 1889 and organized a Shaw knit com- 
pany and factory at Leicester. He invented a 
woven hose machine in 1880. He had a romantic 
home on Shaw mountain of the Ossipee range, in 
New Hampshire, the mountain being named for 
him by the people, owing to the money he spent 
improving his great estate there. He leaves three 
sons and a wife. '

on Wednesday evening of last week, an informal 
reception was heid,and many people availed them- 
selves of the opportunity of shaking the explorer’s 
hand. Among the number was Mr. E. E. Hen- 
drick, a wealthy manufacturer of Carbondale,who 
stopped and said: ‘Mr. Stanley, one of the things 
in your book, ‘In Darkest Africa,’ that interested 
me most was your vivid account of the sufferings 
of your party in ‘Starvation Camp,’ but one 
thing I never couid understand.

THE LEASE QUESTION. 


THE MUCH-AMENDED ZACHRY RES- 
OLUTION 


Passes the Senate—What Will the House 
and the Lessees Do?—The Situation 
as It Appears. 


What of the State road ? 

That’s the question of the day. 

The senate has acted upon the Zachry res- 
olution, but judging of the expressions of 
people who arein a position to know, the 
question is as far from settlement as ever. 

That resolution which has become the bone 
of contention in the discussions over the State 
road, came up for final decision in the senate 
yesterday. The motion to consider it pre- 
vailed, and Senator Cabaniss, who has been 
the principal advocate of the measure on the 
floor of the senate, urged its passage. 

He was followed at some length by Senator 
Walker in support of his amendment, which 
was to strike out the words, ‘‘Which judge- 
ment, when rendered, to be binding and con- 
clusive upon both parties,’’ and insert in place 
of them the words, ‘‘And report their findings 
to the general assembly for final action.” 

The effect of that amendment, as the word- 
ing indicates, is to leave the final decision with 
the general assembly. 

As Tue ConstiruTion predicted yesterday, 
the amendment was adopted, the vote on it 


being 25 to 1s: 

Then Aer oath O’Neal obtained the floor and 
moved s¢veral important amendments to the 
resolutions. The first were simply in the 
wording} instructing the commission to con- 
sider the claims ‘‘according to the jaw and 
equity as administered by the courts of the 
state.”’ But following these was some pro- 
visions that are likely to play a most import- 
ant part in this discussion from now on. This 
portion of the resolution reads: 

Amend the fourth resolution as follows: And 
at the end of said resvlution, “said commission 
shall consider no claim that may be submitted by 
the iessees except the following: 

1. What proportion of the taxes 1mposed by the 
state of Tennessee, and in the county of Hamilton 
and the city of Chattanooga in the state of Ten- 
nessee, upon the property of Georgia in that state 
should the state of Georgia pay”? 

2, Whether the side tracks built by the lessees 
for their use are such nxtures as under the law 
they could remove at the end of the lease, and if 
the commiasion sd tind, then the commission shall 
tind that the lessees shall be permitted to remove 


them. 
3. Whether the track scales in Chattanooga is a 
movable fixture, and if so, that lessees have aright 


to remove the scales. 

4. Whether the fencing placed upon the line of 
road to enclose it isa mwovalle fixture, andif so, 
that the lessees inay reimove the same. 

5. Whether the state owes any amount to the 
lessees for amount paid by them to complete the 
union passenger depotin Atlanta, and if 80, In 
what amount is the state indebted to the lessees. 

6. Whether the transfer hoist is a, movable 
fixture, and if so, that the lessees may remove the 
same. 

Senator O’ Neal spoke at some length in sup- 
port of his amendments, and the senate 
adopted them by practically the same vote 
that carried the Walker amendment. 

And the Zachry resolution goes to the house 
with all these amendments tacked to it. 

Inexplaining his vote for the resolution as 
amended|jby Mr. O’Neal—he had offered the 
adoption of the O’Neal amendments— 
Senator Cabaniss stated that he voted for 
the resolution in this shape not because he fa- 
vored the amendments, or thought the resolu- 
tion so amended would bring about the desired 
result, but he did so in the hope that the house, 
in its wisdom, would eliminate the objectiona- 
bie amendments, and thatthe senate wou!d 
agree to such elimination should it be made. 

Another proposition. bearing upon this 
question was that submitted by Senator Glenn. 
His resolution,which was introduced at yester- 
day’s session, was for the appointment of a 
joint committee to receive the road from the 
old lessees upon the expiration of the lease and 
to turn it over to the new lease company. Sena- 
tor Glenn madea strong speech to support his 
measure, and upon the first vote it was be- 
lieved to be carried, but a call of the ayes and 
nays showed otherwise. 

So the much-amended Zachry resolution 
seems to be the senate’s ultimatum. 

W hat will the house do? 

Tihatis no easy matter to answer. 

If the question is as freely discussed in the 
house as # has been in the senate, the chances 
for speedy action upon the resolution are de- 
cidedly slim. The members who stand ready 
to talk at length upon this decidedly interest- 
ing question are by no means few and far be- 
tween. 

Some of them, at least, are cocked and 
primed todosome tall talking, and the dis- 
cussions of the questions are going to be lively. 
There has been nothing, as yet, to indicate 
what the house will do, but the talk about the 
canitol last night was that in its present shape 
the resolution cannot pass. 

And the lessees ? 

The lessees don’t seem to have been con- 
sidered-——to any very great extent, at least. 

Will the lessees agree, in advance, to abide 
by the decision of the commission ? 

That is an interesting question right now. 

The O’ Neal resolution restricts the commis-— 
sion in its investigations to certain features of 
tha claims of the lessees, ignoring entirely the 
other features of the claims. In other words, 
it prevents the lessees from presenting their 
case in full. 

A prominent Georgian, who has had some 
connection in the past with the different 
phases of this litigation, is quoted as saying: 

“Governor Brown is arxious to have. this 
question settled without any litigation, butthe 
action of the senate today prevents, in my 
opinion, such a result. Unfortunately for the 
state, a very valuabie part of the State -read 
property isin the state of Tennessee. The 
lessees are business men and they propose to 
have their rights. They can bring their case 
before the courts of Tennessee and any such 
litigation would be embarrassing, tosay the 
least. The new lessees aren’t likely to take 
the road with that Tennessee end tied up, and 
—well, all sorts of complications are possible.”’ 

This is all speculation, of course, but it can 
be taken asa very safe indication that the 
lessees will not agree to abide by the decision 
of a commission which is not empowered to 
hear their whole case. 

And if they don’t, what then?

A CRY FOR HELP 


COMING FROM A ROOM AT THE 
MARKHAM HOUSE. 
The Treasurer of “Bluebeard, Jr.,”” Found 
Bleeding and Unconscious—Consid- 
erable Money Missing- 


Here’s a sensation, 

And a mystery. 

It happened at the Markham house be- 
tween 6 and 7 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

J. J. Murdock, treasurer of the ‘Blue- 
beard, Jr.’? Theatrical Company, was found 
lying unconscious upon the floor of his room 
with an ugly gash an the back of his 
head. 3 

And between $2,500 and $3,000 was miss- 
ing from his cash box. : 

There is a mystery about the affair 
which cannot be cleared up until the 
wounded man is in a condition to talk. 

He was unconscious when found, and 
has been in that condition ever since. 

And whether the missing money was 
stolen from him, or whether he still has it 
is not known. 

The details of the affair are as follows: 

As stated, Mr. Murdock is treasurer of the 
“‘Biuebeard’’ Company. As such, he of 
course handles the cash of the combination. 

Monday night and yesterday afternoon he 
attended to his business at the opera house, 
returning to his room atthe Markham with 
his cash box after the matinee performance. 

Just how much money he had in the box is 
not exactly known, but the manager states 
that it must have been rear $3,000. 

Mr. Murdock carried his box to his room, 
No. 101, on the third floor. 

What happened there is a mystery. 

About 6:30 o’clock Mr. Albert Noeckle, a 
drummer for a lithograph house in Indian- 
apolis, whose room was only a few 
doors from that of Mr. Murdock, heard a cry 
and then a noise as of something faliing heav- 
ily to the floor. 

Opening his door hastily to see what the 
matter was, he saw Mr. Murdock’s head and 
shoulders lying through the open door of his 
room in the hallway. ‘The rest of bis body 
was onthe inside of the room. Murdock 
was lying with his face to the 
floor, perfectly motionless, witha great gash 
across the back of his head, from which the 
blood was flowing in a stream. 

Mr. Noeckle gavethe alarm, and Mr. Sco- 
ville and others rushed to the scene. 

The wounded man was lifted from the floor 
and placed upon his bed, but a few moments 
after being placed there, in the confusion, 
got off the bed and lay down 
on the floor, trying to craw] along the carpet. 
He was apparently out of his mind. 

He was again picked up andin a few min- 
utes Dr. Von de? Hoya reached his side and 
attended to his wounds. 

The gash across the back of his head had 
evidently been made with some sharp instru- 
ment. It reached almost from ear to ear, but 
the physicians, after dressing it, say it is not 
dangerous. 

The room wasin a disordered state. 

The floor was strewn with bank bills and 
silver. 

On the bed, wrapped ina piece of paper, a 
-half of a broken car coupling link was found. 

It may be that this is the weapon with 
which the ghastly wound was inflicted. It 
was not bloody and the police do not believe 
that it did the work. 

A small valise used as the cash box lay on 
the floor beside a writing table, as if it had 
fallen or been knocked over in a scramble. 

But here 1s the strange part of the affair. 

Mr. Noeckle, who was only a short distance 
away and who was first on the spot, did not 
hear any sound of a scuffle nor the sound of 
voices. 

When he ran to the room where Murdock lay 
he did not see anybody else, and did not hear 
anybody running away. 

Who did the robbing ? 

Who inflicted the wound on Treasurer Mur- 
dock’s head ? 

Or, was tuere a robbery ? 

These are questions that it will take a 
further investigation to answer. 

The police who were called in are reticent 
about the matter, and Manager James A. 
Meade, and others of the company will not 
talk about it. 

No one was allowed in Murdock’s room but 
the manager, and the nurses who are taking 
c2re of hitn. 

Tie money gathered up from the floor 
amounted to something-over $200. 

This morning the company leaves for Chat- 
tanooga, but Treasurer Murdock will remain 
at the Markham. 

When he recovers consciousness he may be 
able to throw some light on the affair. 

The police worked at the case until late last 
night, but as farascan be ascertained, they 
have discovered no ciue to solve the 
that surrounds tiie case.

usual at this time of year. Farmers have 
sold cotton and paid the country merchants, 
who, in turn, have paid their bills. They are 
out of debt, and everything is easy andina 
good fix. There has not been an important 
failure in the state. Everything is solid here, 
and the truth isa panic would not burt us 
much. It would stop business for awhile, but 
it would go on again as usual after a little. 
‘‘The principal difference between this and 
the usual condition of things in cotton at 
this time of the year is, that the farmers want 
the factors to store their cotton and we can’t 
do it. That would load us up and soon clog 
business. Besides that inconvenience, it 
would cost the farmer $3 or $4 a bale. 
Cotton that comes in is beings old and sent for- 
ward, and asa result the cotton men havea 
a lighter load to carry than usual. 
‘The financial situation is like a woman’s 
eputation.

On the second Tuesday in 
December, or aS soon thereafter as 
practicable, after giving at least one 


week’s notice by publication in the newspaper 
in which the sheriffs advertiseimeéits are pub- 
lished, and by printed or written notice posted at 
the courthouse door, each county board of educa- 
tion sha!l locate the schools in the county for the 
next succeeding year, and at the same time, or as 
goon thereafter as practicable, shall apportion 
equitably the entire approximate school fund of 
the county among the various schools so located; 
and said county board of education shall have 
full authority in their discretion to fix salaries for 
the payment of the teachers, instead of paying 
them according to the enrollment or attendance of 
pupils; provided, however, that the pay of the 
county school commissioner, and any other ex- 
pen-es properly chargeable under the law to the 
general county fund, shall be deducted or allowed 
for in making said equitable apportionment of 
sald tund among the various schools. 

Sec. 3. Be it likewise enacted, That on the 31st 
day of March, the 30th day of June, the 30th day 
of September, and the 3ist day of December in 
each year, or as svon thereafter as practicable, the 
county school comrnissioner of each county shall, 
under the approval of the county board of educa- 
tion, transmit to the state school commissioner a 
full itemized statement of the various sums due 
and unpaid by the county board of education on 
sal several dates, whether the samé be for 
teachers’ salaries, for pay of the county echool 
commissioner, or for any other item of expense 

yroperly chargeable under the law to the county 

Gaara of education ; and the state school commis- 
sioner shall promptly draw his warrant upon the 
treasurer, to be issued upon the order of the state 
board of education, in favor of the county school 
comunissioner, for all the funds standing to the 
credit of his county upon the books of the treas- 
urer, or for such part thereof as may be needed to 
liquidate the indebtedness of the county board 
of education as shown by the itemized statement 
aforesaid. And said warrant shall be promptiy 
transmitted to the county school commissioner, 
who shall immediately disburse the money in 
payment of the sums set out in the itemized 
statement; and if the money is not sufficient to 
pay said sums in full, then itshall be prorated 
equally to the various items. If, at the close of 
any year, thereshali remaina balance of indebted- 
ness in excess of the funds for that year, such 
balance shall be the first charge upon the funds 
of the succeeding year, and shail be the first paid 
therefrom. 

Sec. 4. Be it likewise enacted, That in those 
counties having local school laws, where schools 
are sustained by local taxation for a period of five 
months or more, the state school commissioner 
shall on the first day of April, July, October and 
Januafy of each year, draw his warrant upon the 
treasurer of the state, to be issned upon the order 
of the state board of education, in favor of the 
county school commissioner, for all the funds 
standing to the credit of the county upon the books 
ot the treasurer on said dates,and transmit the same 
at once to the county school commissioner, with- 
out requiring the itemized statement,as provided 
in section 3; und the stute school commissioner 
shall in like manner pay over to the treasurer or 
other proper oflicer, of the school board in any 
city or town having a schoo) system sustained by 
local taxation, such proportion of the entire 
county funds as the school popuiation of the city 
or town bears to the school populstion of the 
county, as shown by the last school census. 

Sec. 5. Be it likewise enacted, That all laws 
and parts of laws in conilict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 

MR. FLEMING’S BILL. 

Mr. Fleming’s school bill is entitled, ‘‘An 
act to provide for local taxation by counties 
for the support of common schools, and for 
other purposes.” It reads: 

Section1. Beit enacted by the general assem- 
bly of the state of Georgia, That trom and after 
the passage of this act, « local tax to supplement 
the state tax in supportof the common schools 
may ve levied and collected in any county in this 
state, in whieh a county school ‘system is not al- 
ready in existence, in the following manner, 
towit: 

Whenever two successive grand juries of the 
county shall recommend in their general present- 
ments thata local tax in said county shall be 
levied to supplement the state tax in support of 
the common schools of the county, the ordinary of 
said county shali order an election to be held atfier 
giving public notice thereof once a week tor tour 
weeks in the paperin which the sheriff's adver- 
tisements are pubiished, and by posting the no- 


tice at the courthouse door for at lcast fuur weeks 


previous to the time fixed for said election. 

Said election shall be held under the same rules 
and regulations, or those governing the election 
of county officers and all qualified voters of the 
county, and none others shail be allowed to vote 
at the same. 

In said election the baliots shall have printed or 
written upon them the words: ‘‘For local taxation 
for public schools,” and “Against local taxation 
for public schools.” 

The managers of the election shall consolidate 
the vote, as now provided in elections for county 
officers, and shall then file the returns with the 
ordinary, who sitalldeclare the resuit. If two- 
thirds of the persons qualified to vote at said 
election have voted “For local taxation for pubiic 
schools,” the ordinary shall certify the same in 
writing to the county board of education. 

The county board of education shal! then, ata 
recular meeting or at a special meeting, of which 
due notice has Leen given to each meinber, pro- 
ceed by order or resoiution to levy a tax not ex- 
ceeding onc-fourth of 1 per cent ad valorem upon 
all the taxable property of the county as shall ap- 
pear by the county digest. 

The county schcol comuussioner shali make out 
a certitied copy of the orderor resolution fixing 
the rate of sald x, and shall deliver the same to 


the tax collector of the county on or before the Ist 
day of September in each year, and the tax col- 
Jector shall collect said school tax, according to 
the rate so levied,

Sec. 2. Beit lkewise enacted, That if there 
shail be in the county an ineorporated town or 
towns, having a local school system of its own, 
sustained by Jocal taxation In addition to its 
quota of funds received froin the state,the res- 
idents of said incorporated town or towns shall 
not vote in the election held as aforesaid, nor 
Shall the taxable property eimbraced within the 
corporate limits of said town or towns be subject 
to the county school tax levied as aforesaid. 

Sec. 3. Be it likewise enacted, That in determin - 
ing whether two-thirds of the qualified voters “for 
local taxation of common schools,” at the election 
held as aforesaid, the registration list last com- 
pieted before the election shall be considered the 
correct enumeration of the qualified voters in 


those counties having registration laws; 
and the number of names of _ citizens 
appearing upon the books of the tax 
collector as having paid their poll or 


property tax, if any, for the preceding year, shail 
be considered the correct enumeration of the qual- 
iried voters in those counties not having registra- 


tion laws. 

Sec. 4. Be it likewise enacted, That all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict with this actare hereby 
repealed. 

The Deaf and Dumb Asylum. 

Mr. Seay, of Floyd, rose the breezeof de- 
bate in the house again yesterday upon the 
appropriation to the deaf and dumb asylum. 

He moved to reconsider the action of the 
day before fixing the appropriation at $15,600. 
The original amountin the bil) was $25,000, 
but on motion of Mr. Sears, of Webster, it 
had been reduced to $15,000, 

Mr. Seay’s motion was to reconsider the 
action of the house for the purpose of making 
the appropriation $25,000. 

Mr. Hill, of Meriwether, spoke in favor of 
the appropriation of just as much for im- 
provements on the building as were needed, 
stating that there was no worthier institution 
of Georgia. , 

Mr. Johnson, of Appling, said a tuition fee 
ought to be charged those inmates who were 
abie to pay it, and cut off so much appropria- 
tions from the state. 

Mr. Seay, of Floyd, replied that the appre 
priation asked for was to improve the building 
aud not to support the inmates. 

Mr. Sibley, of Cobb, was in favor of increas- 
ing the appropriation to $25,000. 

Mr. Sears, of Webster, the author of the 
amendment making the appropriation $15,000, 
said that the school for the deaf and dumb 
would, with too many luxuries,unfit the mem- 
bers for their planes of life by unduly and un- 
wholesomely elevating them. 

Mr. Bryan, of Floyd, made a clinching argu- 
ment in favor of the institution, showing 
clearly the good resuits of the work of teach- 
ing the deaf and dumb. 

‘Some of them,” said he, ‘go away skilled 
shoemakers, seamstresses and other profes- 
sional men and women.”’ 

The preyious question was called, and the 
motion to reconsider was lost. 

The Afternoon’s Doings. 

Most of the afternoon session of the house 
yesterday was devoted to the reading of bills 
of local nature the second time. 

(Quite a discussion arose over the resolution 
of Mr. Siblev, of Cobb, providing for the ap- 
pointment of a cominittee to investigate the 
charges made against the management of the 
lunatic asylum last Wednesday in thefdebate 
over,the appropriation to the lunatic asylum. 

Mr. Hogan, of Lincoln, moved to postpone 
the resolution indefinitely. 

Mr. Sibley spoke in favor of his resolution, 
saying that if the charges made were true, it 
was due the state to have them investigated. 

He called upon Dr. Baldwin, of Randolph, 
a member of the lunatic asylum committee, to 
say if he would, after visiting the apothecary’s 
shop of the asylum, allow the apothecary to 
fill a prescription for him. 

‘‘No,’’ said Dr. Baldwin, “I would not allow 
him to fill a prescription for me orany of my 
family.’”’ 

Mr. Whitfield, of Baldwin, made a strong 
speech against the resolution, saying that a 
committee had just returned from Milledge- 
ville where they went for the purpose named, 
and said that their report showed that the 
inanagers of the asylum had been vilified. 
He said that there must be a limit to these 
slanders. 

Mr. Baldwin, of Randolph, said that he was 
chairman of the subcommittee that visited 


the apothecary’s.shop,.and. said that he found | 
that the apothecary seemed to be an opium 


eater, but spoke highly complimentary to the 
general management of the asylum. 

Dr. Hand, of Baker, made aspeech saying 
that the evidence taken against the apothe- 
cary up to the passage of a certain rule in the 
discipline of the asylum, had been burned by 
the committee before leaving Milledgeville. 

The inotion of Mr. Hogan, of Lincoln, pre- 
vailed and the resolution was indefinitely 
postponed. 
The University. 

The resolution of Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, 
providing that a joint committee from the 
legislature shall visit the next commencement 
of the university, passed. 

The bill granting a right of way to the 
Indian Springs and Flovilla railroad over the 
Indian Springs reserve passed. 

Grover Cleveland Coming. 

Mr. Wooten introduced a resolution pledging 
a cordial invitation to ex-President Cleve- 
land to visit Georgia. 

The people of Albany, it seems, have in- 
vited Mr. Cleveland to visit the chautauqua 
in that city next March, and he has accepted. 

Mr. Wooten asked that the legislature 
endorse the invitation in the great name of 
Georgia. 

The resolution was adopted and sent to the 
senate. 

That Barroom Bill. 

The bill of Mr. Maxwell, of Talbot, pro- 
hibiting the sale of whisky within three miles 
of every church and schoolhouse in Georgia, 
except the cities and towns, was read the third 
time. 

The bill was opposed by Mr. Lewis, of Han- 
cock. 

Mr. Maxwell spoke in its favor, showing 
that the bill did not at all conflict with the 
local option laws. 

He yielded part of his time to Mr. Berner, 
of Monroe, who made a ringing and effective 
speech in its favor. 

The vote upon the bill was, ayes 118, nays 35. 


The Night Session. 

The Clarke county whisky bill, or more 
properly speaking, the bill introduced by 
Colonel William J. Morton, of Clarke, asking 
that the county be placed under the scope of 
the local option law, came up in the house 
last night, and the discussion it elicited made 
the session one of the most brilliant that has 
yet been 8 penne 

It was a desperate fight, and Colonel Mor. 
ton won his spurs in spite of the defeat of his 
bill. 

His speech was one based upon the real 
issues involved in the bill. He said: 

‘‘Mr. Speaker, all I have come to ask of this

He urged that the 
billshould not pass, because the people of 
Athens had sent petitions asserting their oppo- 
sition to the bill. He showed that Colonel 
Morton had been opposed by two candidates, 
and hence was not endorsed in his issue by the 
majority of the voters. 

Mr. Lewis, of Hancock, was in favor of the 
bill, and joined Colonel Morton in his manful 
effort to pass it. 

So did Mr. Hartridge, of Chatham, who is 
an old university boy, showed thatso far as 
temptations were concerned, the boys would 
seek the bars of blind tigers, when by law 
they would shun the open barrooms per force. 

Mr. Ried, of Putnam, was against the bill. 

Mr. Bush, of Miller, spoke in behalf of the 
committee to whose consideration it was in- 
trusted, favoring thé bill. 

Mr. Atkinson, of Cowetta, simply sent a 
bundle of petitions to the clerk’s desk, which, 
he said, were in oppositien to the bill and 
signed by at least 500 ladies of Athens. 

The backbone of the debate was broken,and 
somebody called the previous question. 

The vote was ayes 5, nays 83, and the bill 
was lost. 

Colonel Morton was true to the issue of his 
campaign and made a brilliant fight, but gave 
up the game likethe excellent gentleman that 
he is, most pleasantly.

TWO MORE BRANCH COLLEGES

The joint committee went on a visit to the 
Dade county convict camps last week to in- 
spect the management and treatment of the 
prisoners, and the ful] report of the trip will be 
read in the house today. 

It is going to raise a racket, too, most likely, 
for it speaks out in plain terms against the 
present contro} of the convicts. 

SCANTY BEDDING. 

One of the shortcomings of the lessees is 
that they do not provide sufficient bed cloth- 
ing for the prisoners, says the committee’s re- 
port, and this matter is exposed quite at length 
by the report. 

The beds are, according to it, unsuitable,and 
are heavily condemned. 

Several other points about the comfort of 
the prisoners are touched upon by the com- 
mittee. 

UNDER THE LASH. 
The committee has found that a certain rule 


‘of the lessees requires that unless each convict 


digs out six tram-cars full of coal per day, he 
must go under the lash at nightfall and be 
severely flogged with the cowhide. 

This is condemned by the committee out- 
right. 

Again the report shows that the whites and 
blacks are housed together which affords 
another source for the committee’s disfavor to 
manifest itself. 

These are just the principal objections to 
the present management that the committe 
will show up. 

The report will create @ sensation.

Nearly $200,000 of Atlanta’s Debt Wiped 


Out—Tho Grady Hospital Corner

Mayor Gienn signed a check yesterday for 
$175,816.75. 

It was the biggest check he has signed since 
he became Atlauta’s mayor. 

The check was given to pay adebt of the 
city amounting to $175,816.75. 

Within the past few months $100.000 of At- 
lanta’s bonded debt has fallen due. 

And with it coupons for interest amounting 
to $75,000 have been prosented and paid off. 

To meet this bonded debt Mr. In:inan, cliair- 
man of the finance committee, floated bonds at 
4per cent and sold them at par. The pro- 
ceeds of this sale were used in paying off the 
$100,000 of bonds. 

After redeeming the bonds, Mr. Joseph T. 
Orme, tho city treasurer, surrendered them to- 
gether with the coupons, amounting to 
$75,816.25, to Mr. Inman for destruction. 

Mr. Inman calied the finance committee to- 
gether yesterday morning to desiroy the evi- 
dence of the debt and Hon. A. L. Kontz and 
Hon. James G. Woodward responded. The 
meeting was held in Mr. Inman’s oflice, and 
after it had been called to order, Comptrolter 
Goldsmith produced the paid bonds and the 
coupons, ali of which had been satisfied by the 
city treasurer. The paper was passed to Mr. 
Kontz, who, a3 he examined it, remarked: 

If I had this much—8$175,000—I would buya 
start for Atlanta’s waterworks. But I guess 
this $175,000 wili have to burn up.” 

Then Mr. Kontz passed the bonds to Mr, 
Woodward. 

“And you would buy waterworks, Mr. 
Kontz,”’ said Mr. Woodward, as he looked at 
the paper. “Well, ’d buy an electric plant 
or the ¢ity, or a new stockade farm.’’ 

‘*Let me see ‘em again,’ said Mr. 
reaching out his hand for the bonds. 

Mr. Woodward landed them to him. 

“If it was mine,’’ said Mr. Inman, receiving 
the bonds from Mr. Woodward, ‘‘I’d—I’d—” 

“What?” said Mr. Woodward. 

“Yes, what would you do?’ asked 
Kontz. 

‘“‘J’d—I’'d pay off this debt and mako At-
